An  occasional  contributor  to  numis- 
matic publications  and  book  reviewer, 
his  recent  article  under  the  heading 
"Numismatics"  appears  in  the  Uni- 
versal World  Reference  Encyclopedia. 

Mr.  Powills  is  a Fellow  of  the  Amer- 
ican Numismatic  Society,  member  of 
the  American  Numismatic  Associa- 
tion, Chicago  Coin  Club,  Iowa  Nu- 
mismatic Association,  former  member 
of  the  Board  of  Governors  of  the  Ca- 
nadian Numismatic  Art  Society,  etc.
